A miſerable Nation, more void of the

Purpoſe, for he ſpoke to them in ſeveral of the 
Languages of the Savages, which he knew, and 
made many Signs to them, but ſtill they under- 
ſtood not what he meant, or if they did com- 
prehend any thing, they made Signs, that they 
knew nothing of what he ask'd ; ſo that having 
made them ſmoak and eat, we ſhe wed them 
dur Arms and the Ship, and when they ſaw at 


one End of it ſome Sheep, Swine, Hens and 


Turkeys, and the Hide of a Cow we had kill'd, 
they made Signs that they had of all thoſe Sorts 
of Creatures among them. 

We gave them ſome Knives and Strings of 


Retwy 4. Beads, after which, they were diſmiſ$'d, and 
ſore with the Waves hindring us from coming too near

the Shore, they were oblig'd to leap into the 
the Water, after we had made faſt about their 
| Necks, or to the Tuft of Hair they have on 
the Top of the Head, the Knives and other 
mall Preſents Monſieur dela Sale had given 
them.

them, and were making Signs to us to go to

Notice, ſearched all about, waited till after 
Sunſet, and at laſt, hearing no Tidings of him, 


we went into the Boat to return Aboard. 


I gave Monſievr de Ia Sale an Account of 
what we had ſeen, which would have pleas'd 
bim, had the River we diſcover'd, afforded freſh 


Water; He was alſo uneaſy for the loſt Man; 


but about Midnight we ſaw a Fire Aſhore, ia 


the Place we came from, which we ſupos'd to 


be made by our Man, and the Boat went for him 


as ſoon as ſoon as it was Day on the 18th. 


After that, we made ſeveral Trips, ſtill 
ſteering towards the S. N. and then enſued a 


Calm, which oblig d us to come to an Anchor. 


Want of Water made us think of returning 


towards the River, where we had been the Day

Nature of Hoſtages. Thoſe who went with os 
were made much of, but Monſieur de la Salt 


could learn nothing of them, either by Signs or 


otherwiſe ; all they could make us underſtand 
was, that there was good hunting of Bullocks 


in the Country. We obſerv'd, that their Te 


conſiſted in a Cry, fetch'd from the Bottom of 


the Throat, not unlike the Call of a Hea to 


gather her Chickens. | Monſieur de la Sale gave 


them ſome Knives, Hatchets and other Trifles, 


with which they ſeem'd well pleaſed, and went

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Monſieur de la Sale was glad to be rid of Feb. 1685 


thoſe People, becauſe he was willing to be pre- 
ſent when the Flyboat came in ; but his ill Fate 
would not permit it. He thought fit to go him- 


ſelf along with thoſe Savages, and we follow'd 


him, thinking to have found our Men in the 
ſame Place where we left them; but perceiv'd on 
the Contrary, that the Savages had carried 


them away to their Camp, which was a League 
and half from us, and Monſieur de Ia Sablonmere, 


Lieutenant of Foot, being one of thoſe the Sa- 


vages had taken with them. Monſieur de la Sale 
reſolved to go himſelf to fetch him away, an 


unhappy Thought which coſt him dear. 


As we were on our Way towards the Camp 


of the Savages, happenning to look towards the 
Sea, we ſaw the Flyboat  Aimable under Sail,

Six or ſeven of thoſe Savages went along with 
us, and the reſt kept three of our Men, in the 
Nature of Hoſtages. Thoſe who went with vs 
were made much of, but Monſieur de la Sat 
could learn nothing of them, either by Signs or 
otherwiſe ; all they could make us underſtand 
was, that there was good hunting of Bullocks 
in the Country. We obſerv'd, that their 1 
conſiſted in a Cry, fetch'd from the Bottom of 
the Throat, not unlike the Call of a Hen to 
gather her Chickens.

We had Plenty both of Land and Sea Tor- 
toiſes, whoſe Eggs ſerv'd to ſeaſon our Sauces, Torto 
The Land Tortoiſes differ frgm thoſe of the 
Sea, as being ſmaller, round, and their Shell 
more beautiful. They hide themſelves ia 
Holes they find ot make in the Earth. It 
was looking for theſe Tortoiſes, that one of 
our Surgeons, thruſt his Arm into a Hole, and 
was bit by ſome venomous Creature, which we 
ſuppos'd to be a Sort of Toad, having four Feet, 
the Top of his Back ſharp and very hard, with s 
a little Tail.

Among the venomous Sorts of Snakes, as 
Vipers, Aſps and others, whereof there are Nele. 
many, thoſe call'd Rattle-Snakes are the moſt TONS. 
common. They generally lye among the Bram- 
bles, where they make a Noiſe by the Motion 
of two Scales they have at the End of their 
Tail, which is heard at a conſiderable Diſtance, 
and therefore they are calld Rattle-Snakes.

Mon- 
fieur de Ia Sale gave him to underſtand, that he 
came not to hart any Man, but to ſettle Peace 
in all Places, and ſo diſmiſs'd him. The India 


recover'd himſelf a little of bis Fright; but 
being ſtill dubious, what his Fate might be, he

| Before our Intrenchmenx was s finiſh'd, we diſ- 


cover'd, firſt one Indian, then two, and after - 


wards three, coming one after another; which 


giving Monſieur de 4a Sale ſome Jealouſy, he 


caus'd us to handle our Arms, with Orders to 
ſtand upon our Guard, for fear of being ſur- 


priz'd, and went towards them. They ſigni- 


fy'd to him, that their People had told them, 


we did not hurt any Body, which was very well, 


and that they were come to ſee us. They were 


entertain'd as the others had been, and then 


Signs were made them to withdraw, becauſe 


Night drew on, and having obſerv'd, that they _ 


took Notice of our fortifying our ſelves, vve 


kept a good Guard all the Night, vvithout any |

The Fifteenth, vve march'd on, intending to 


find out a Ford, in theRiver call'd of the Princeſs, 


where Monſieur de Ia Sale had paſs'd before; 


but miſſing of it, and the River being ſwollen, 


ve vvere oblig'd to go up higher, ſometimes 
croſſing ( Meadows, and ſometimes 


Woods of tall Trees of ſeveral Sorts, but all 
Young ot the ſame Thickneſs and ſtrait, look- 
ing as if they had been planted by a Line. The 


River running through the midſt of thoſe curi- 


ous ſhady Groves, w which were alſo water d by

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ſeveral little Brooks of very clear and 
Water, afforded a moſt delightful Landskip. 
We alſo met with ſome Woods ſo thick, that

The 17th, was a very toilſome Day's Journey, 


by Reaſon of the Woods and Rivulets we were 


to croſs; after which we came to a little Hill, 
on which there were 2 or 300 Cottages of the 
Natives. Thoſe Huts were like large Ovens, 
conſiſting of long Poles ſtuck in the Earth 


in a Circle, and joyning above to make the Dome 


or round Top. They had been a Dwelling of 


the Natives, who being gone, had carry'd a- 


way the Hides that cover'd them, and the Mats 


 whichareuygd to hang the Inſides, and to make 
their Beds of „ 


After a March of ſome Hours, our Indian ha- 


ving found a Herd of Beeves, we kill'd ſeven ot 


eight, took the beſt of the Meat, and held on out 
Way acroſs a Wood. We forded a Branch of 


the River, and proceeded to the Bank of another, 
the the Bottom whereof being foul, we in 
camp'd on the Edge of it, and the Rain falling

ble, and it had been much greater, had vve not 


reſolv'd to follovy the Ways beaten by the 
Bullocks, vvhom a natural Inftint alvvays leads » 


to thoſe Parts vvhich are eaſteſt to paſs. 


We were not free from another Icon vent ; 
ency in thoſe Tracks, which was their being 


full of Water and very rugged, a Thing no 


Way agreeable to our Shoes, which were no Buking f 


other than a Piece of Bullocks Hide or Goats 
Skin quite green, whereof we mate a Sort of 
Bus k ins, to ſerve inſtead of Shoes, but When 


thofe wretched Boots were dry'd by the Heat, 
on our Feet, they hurt us very much, and 
| we were often oblig'd to ſet aur Feet in the 
the Water, to ſoften thoſe Buskins. However, 
we march'd al} the Day, notwithſtanding all 
thofe Inconveniences, without finding a proper 
Place to incamp, and at laſt came co a River, 


whoſe high Ban #fforded vs a Spot to reſt on. 


The 20th, a ſmall Rain did not obſtruct our 


March, and having croſs'd a Wood, half a 
League athwart, and a Marſh of the ſame Ex- 


tent, we came into a large Plain, cut acroſs by 


great Tracks of Bullocks, which went towards 


the River, and made us ſuppoſe there might

We alſo 
made our Siga to them to draw. near, they did 
ſo and careſs'd us after their Manner. We made 
them fit down and ſmoke, after which, Monſr. 
de la Sale began to converſe with them by Signs, 
and by Help of ſome Words of the Language of 
the Cenis, which he was skilful in, he underſtood, 
that theſe vvere their Neighbours and Allies; 
that theit Village was not far off, and that their 
Nation was call'd Hehahamo. Some ſmallPreſents 
were given them and they vrighdrew, promiſing 

to return the next Day. 

The 22th, our Horſes being ſpent and hurt, 
and we much tir'd, the Day was given to Reſt, 
and the Natives did not fail to come, being

That we had no Cenveniency to carry them and 
that if they had any Horles, he would give

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it being late when Monſieur de Ja Sale return'd, Feb. 2687 | 


we ſtaid there the reſt of the Day, and ſeveral 
Indians came to ſee us, in Hopes of receiving 
ſome Preſent, offering us Bullocks Hides dreſſed, 
which we would not burden our ſelves with. 


The Second, we ſet out again, and halted 


ſome Time in that Village, where by the Way 
we barter'd for ſome Collars, or a Sort of Knots 
made of Bullocks Hides well dreſs'd, which the

During our ſhort Stay in that Place, we ob- 
ſerv'd a Ceremony that was perform'd by the 
Chief's Wife, viz. that every Morning ſhe 
went to Monſieur de Marle's Grave, and car- 
ry'd a little Basket of parch'd Ears of Cora to 
lay on it, the meaning whereof we could not 
underſtand. Before our Departure, we were 


inform'd, that the Villages belonging to our 


Hoſts, being four in Namber, all ally'd toge- 
ther were call'd, Aſſony, Nathoſos, Nachitos and 
Cadodaquio. 3 


On the 27th, having been inform'd by the 
Natives, that we ſhould find Canoes, to paſs a 
River that was on our Way. Father Anaſtafiu 
and I went to ſee whether, what they told 0 
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was true. We found that River was a Branch June 1687 
of the ſame we had already paſs'd, the Channel WV 
of it being pleaſant and navigable, and ſaw 
ſome Canoes, in one of which the [ndiavs car- 
md us over to the other Side, whether we went 
to ſee what convenient Place there was for our 
Horſes to come aſhore. We found a very 
proper Place, and returning, made our Report 
to Monſieur Cavelier, who being then much out 
of Order with Pains in his Feet, we were ob- 
lig d to ſtay there, till the zoth 
During that Time, vve vvere frequently vi- Jagiquo 
fited by the Indians, both Old and Young, and Nation.

WY V hainibous and to conduct us thither, not being 
ready to ſet out on Wedneſday the 2d of Fuly, 


as they had promis'd, a young Indian offerd 
| himſelf, ſaying, he would conduct us ſafe thi- 
ther, and we ſet out with him, fill directing 
our Courſe towards the N. E. We kept cloſe 
along the ſame River we had croſs'd, and found 
it very pleaſant and navigable, the Banks of 
it cover'd with fine Trees o ſeveral Sorts. 
We had not travelld above a League, before 
our Guide gave us to underſtand, that he had 
forgot a Piece of hard dry'd Skin he had to 
make him Shoes, which he would go fetch and 
return to us, pointing to us with his Hand, 
which Way we were to go, and ng us we 
ſhould ſoon come to a River. 
This ſudden Change in the Indian was ſome: 
what ſarprizing and very much perplex'd us ; 
however we held on our Way, and ſoon came ; 
to the River he had mention'd to us, which was 
very pleaſant and deep. Wecroſfs'd it the next 
Day, on a Sort of Float, which we made with 
much Toil and Labour, and our Horſes ſwam 
over. Some Time after we were paſſed, we ſaw 
the Indians coming, who had promiſed to bear 
us Company, and were glad to find our Float, 
to croſs the ſame River, as they did, and 
proceeded on our Journey all together. 
The 4th, Fth and 6th, we did the ſame, 
, Croſſing a very fine Country, but water'd by 
many Brooks, Streams and Rivers. We found 
Abundance of wild Goats, Turkeys and other 
| wild Fowl, whereof our Indians kill'd many. 
On the 6th, whilſt we halted on the Bank of

Having travell'd about half aLeapue with him,

ever, ſome of them have more Conveniencies, 
but the Generality bas not. All their Move- 
ables conſiſt in ſome Earthen Veſſels and oval 
wooden Platters, which are neatly made, and 
with which they drive a Trade. 

They are generally very well ſhap'd and Shape. , 
Alive; ; the Women are handſome, or at leaſt 
have a much better Preſence than thoſe of the 
other Villages we paſs'd thro? before.

Canoe and a Man of each Village to conduct us,

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The 27th, the Chief and the Elders met a- 


gain to conſult about what we demanded 
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of them; the Length of the Journey made them 
apprehenſive for thoſe, who were to conduct us; 
but, at Length, we having diſpell'd their Fears 
by our Arguments, and they having again de- 
liberated ſome Time, agreed to our Re- 
queſt. We again made them a Preſent, pro- 
miſing a good Reward to our Guides, and ſo 


we prepar'd to ſet forwards. Little Bartholo- 
mem the Pariſian, having intimated to us, that 
he would willingly ſtay in that Houſe, becauſe 
he was none of the ableſt of Body, we recom- 


mended him to the Sieur Couture, We deſir d 
thoſe that remain'd there, to keep the Secret 
of Monſr. de la Sale's Death, promis'd to ſend 
them Relief, left them our Horſes, which. 
were of great Uſe to go a Hunting, and gave 
them fifteen or ſixteen Pounds of Powder, eight 
bundred Balls, three hundred Flints, twenty fix 
Knives, and ten Axes, two or three Pounds 


Weight of Beads; Monſr. Cavelier left them 
Part of his Linen, hoping we ſhould ſoon be in 
a Place where we ſhould get more; and all of 
them having made their Peace with God, by 
Means of the Sacrament of Penance, we took

Leave of them, excepting the Sieur Couture, who | 


went to conduct us Part of the Way. 
We imbark'd on a Canoe belonging to one 


of the Chiefs, being at leaſt twenty Perſons, 


as well Women as Men, and arriv'd fafe, 
without any Trouble, at a Village call'd Toriman, 


for we were going down the River. We pro- 


pos'd it to theſe People, or rather demanded

we were to provide Fuel to dreſs our Meat, 
and provide all Things for our Indian, 


who would not have done ſo much as eo

We proceeded on, continually undergoing the 


ſame Toil, till the Seventh, when, we ſaw the 
firſt Bullock, we had met on our Way, ſince 
our coming among the Accancea's.

T OUIS, by the Grace of God, King of 
France and Navarre : To all who ſhall 


| ſee theſe preſent Letters, Greeting. The 


Care we have always had to procure the Wel- 
fare and Advantage of our Subjeds having in- 
duced us, notwithſtanding the almoſt continual 


Wars which we have been obliged to ſupport 
from the Beginning of our Reign, to ſeek 


for all poſſible Opportunities of enlarging 
and extending the Trade of our American 
Colonies, We did in the Year 1683 give our Orders 


e 
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to undertake a Diſcovery of the Countries and 
Lands which are Brand in the Nothern Part of 
' America, between New France and New Mexi- 
co: And the Sieur de la Sile, to whom we 
committed that Enterprize, having had Succeſs 
enough to confirm a Belief that a Communication 
might be ſettled from New France to the Gulph 
of Mexico by Means of large Rivers; This 
obliged us immediately after the Peace of Ryſwick 
to give Orders for the. ages rf a Colony there, 
and maintaining a Garriſon which has kept and 
preſerved the Poſſeſſion, we had taken in the 
very Tear 1683 of the Lands, Coaſts and INands 
which are ſituated in the Gulph of Mexico, between 
Carolina on the Eaſt, and Old and New Mexico on 
the Weſt. But a new War having broke out 
in Europe ſhortly after, there was no Poſſibility, 
till now, of reaping from that new Colony 
the Advantages that might have been expected 
from thence, becauſe the private Men, who 
are concerned in the Sea Trade, were all under 
Engagements with other Colonies, which they 
have been obliged to follow: And whereas upon 
the Information we have received concerning 
the Diſpoſition and Situation of the ſaid Coun-

Grants he ſhall obtain upon the Verbal Proceſs 


and Opinion of our Governor and of the Sub- 


delegate of the Intendant of New France in the 


ſaid Country, to be by him Reported unto Us. 


- Wemill that the ſaid Sieur Crozat, his Heirs, 


or thoſe claiming under him or them, ſhall keep 
in Repair the ſaid Settlements, ManufaQtures, 

Lands and Mills; and in Default thereof during 

the Space of three Years, he and they ſhall 
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Forfeit the ſame, and the ſaid Settlements; 
Manufactories, Lands and Mills ſhall be Re- 


united to our Domaine fully and amply, and 


in the ſame Manner as is mentioned above in 


the Third Article concerning the Mines, Veins 


and Minerals. 


VII. Our Edicts, Ordinances and Cuſtoms, 
and the Uſages of the Mayoralty and Shree- 
valty of Paris, ſhall be obſerved for Laws and 
Cuſtoms in the ſaid Country of Leuiſians. 
VIII. The ſaid Sieur Croxat ſhall be oblig'd to 
ſend to the ſaid Country of Loni ſiaua Two 


Ships every Year, which he ſhall cauſe to ſet out 
in the proper Seaſon, in each of which Ships he 


ſhall cauſe to be imbark'd, without paying any 
Freight, 25 Tun of Victuals, Effects and neceſ- 


ſary Ammunition, for the Maintenance of the 
Garriſon and Forts of the Louiſiana; aud in 


Caſe we ſhould cauſe to be laden above the ſaid 


25 Tun ia each Ship, we conſeat to pay the 
Freight to the ſaid Sieur aa ay the common 
Merchantile Rates. 5 
He ſhall be oblig'd to convey our Officers of 
Siips which he ſhall | fend 
thither, and to furniſh them with Subſiſtance 
and a Captain's Table for 30 Sols per Day,

which we will cauſe to be paid for each. 

He ſhall likewiſe give Paſſage in the ſaid Ships, 
to the Soldiers, which we ſhall pleaſe to ſend to 
the ſaid Conntry ; and we will cauſe the ne- 
ceſſary Proviſions for their Subſiſtance to be 


faroiſh'd to him, or will pay him for them at 
the ſame Price as is paid to the Purveyor-Gene- 


ral of our Marine. 


| He ſhall be furthermore oblig'd to ſend on

men, at his own Election. 


IX. We will cauſe to be deliver'd out of our 
Magazines to the ſaid Sieur Crozet, 10000 | 
Weight of Gunpowder every Year, which he 
{hall pay us for at the Price that it ſhall coſt 
us, and this for ſo long Time as the preſent 
Privilege ſhall laſt. 


X. The Wares and 8 which the 


ſaid Sieur Crozat ſhall conſign to the ſaid Coun- 
try of Louiſiana ſhall be — from all Duties 
of Exportation, laid or to be laid, on Condition, 
that his Directors, Deputies or Clerks, ſhall en- 
gage to give within the Space of a Year, to be 
reckon'd from the Date thereof, a Certificate of 
their Unlading in the ſaid Country of Leu- 
iſiana; under Penalty, in Cafe of Contraven- 
tion, to pay the Quadruple of the Duties, re- 
ſerving to our ſelves the Power of giving bim 
a longer Reſpite in ſuch Caſes, and Occurrences 
as we ſhalt think proper. 
XI. And as for the Godds and Merchandize, | 
which the Sieur Crozat ſhall cauſe to be brought 
from the ſaid Country of  Lowiſidna, and up- 
on his Account, into the Ports of our Kingdom, 


and ſhall after wards cauſe to be tranſported 
into Foreign Countries, they ſhall pay no Du- 
ties either of Importation or Exportation, and

thereof; upon which we, if we think fit, will 


Grant bim our Particular Permiſſion with Ex- 


emptions from all Duties of Importation and 


Exportation, Provided the ſaid Goods and 
 Merchandize be Depoſited afterwards in our 


Cuſtom-houſe Ware-houſes until they be Laden 


in the Ships of the ſaid Sieur Crozat, who ſhall 
be obliged to bring in one Year, to be reckoned

XIV. If for the Culcares an : Plantations 
which the ſaid San 8 1s mi ded to make
